Since the Intemaflonal Search Report c«es JP 56-22473, this reference should 
be considered by *e Examiner in accordance with the Patent Coope^flon 
T-Baty p«.cedures. Applicant flled an lnfom,a«on Disclosure Smtemen. cMng JP 
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56-22473 in an abundance of caution. Therefore. Applicant requests that the 
Examiner consider JP 56-22473 in accordance with PCT procedures and 
consider its relevance as being cited in the search report for the international 
application.
